The Pyarnu Fish Combine has opened a nev he ^ oiary shop for fish salting, 
with a capacity of 1,0^0 tons. Salting of sprats in barrels will be done at 
this plaoe. A nev loehouse with a oapaoity of 300 tons is to be built next to 
the shop. 

Delivery of the spriag fish catch la in full progross. Kolkhoz fishermen 
hare delivered to the receiving points twice as many flah as daring the same 
period of L&qt year. Fish canneries have begun mass output of sprats and 
smelts in oil and tomato sauce, as well as smoked and salted fish. Since the 
beginning of the ap'.lng fishing season, over 700, 000 cans of various fish were 
prepared, which is 20 percent more than for the same period of last year. 
Fleh-prooesaing plants are being enlarged. In Pyarnu, construction of a fish 
cannery with canning, smoking, and tin-can shops will soon be completed. 

By the end of 1949, construction of a new fish combine will begin In 
Pyarnu. This will be the largest combine In the Republic. It will produce 
25,000 oans per shift, which is 3 times more than the Pyarnu Fish Cannery has 
been producing up to thJ i tire.
